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Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-9 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Shapiro (4,524,243) 
and Korzeniowski (Article, Watching out for workers) disclose the use of a methods of 
registered user checking in with a system every predetermined time interval and an alarm sounds 
if the user does not activate a switch and notifies a central operator. Shapiro and Korzeniowski 
however, fails to disclose the user registering an itinerary completion time, contact name, contact 
telephone number and cancellation code with the system, where after the cancellation code is 
received the condition of the itinerary record is deleted or becomes inactive. Furthermore, 
Shapiro and Korzeniowski fails to disclose the use of a call back function that places a call to the 
contact telephone number, which was registered with the system by the user. Bilder (6,359,557) 
discloses the use of a monitor and notification apparatus, which monitors as person, then notifies 
an emergency contact when an "inactivity event" has occurred. However, Blider fails to disclose 
the user registering an itinerary completion time and a cancellation code with the system where 
after the cancellation code is received the condition of the itinerary is deleted or becomes 
inactive, and fails to disclose the use of a call back function that places a call to the contact 
telephone number which is registered to the system. Therefore a method which registers a user 
with an itinerary completion time, contact name, contact telephone number and cancellation code 
with the system, where after the cancellation code is received the condition of the itinerary 
record is deleted or becomes inactive together with the use of a call back function that places a 
call to the contact telephone number, which was registered with the system by the user, is not 
rendered obvious over the prior art of record/ 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.

Conclusion 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Maier et al (6,463,127) discloses the use of a monitoring system of an offender, 
which is required to check in with the system on pre-determined intervals, March (6,034,605) 
discloses the use of a system storing personal information of a user and once an emergency has 
occurred, releasing the personal information to specified people, Bergman et al. (5,955,952) 
discloses the use of an emergency call center which aids the in the location of lost or missing 
people, and World Airline News (Article, Family Assistance Task Force) discloses that airlines 
should collect more detailed information such as an emergency contact name and phone number, 
for the traveler, so that they may be sent a notification after an accident.
